Dayton, Ohio, March 28.—The flood rftoatioa in Dayton today is this: 
Previous estimates of the number toUraed are greatly exaggerated. 
The property loss from fire willjnot clned & million end a half dollars. 
The- damage caused to mercantile hctiitiM, factories and residences will run any- 


where from $15,000,000 to 3aQ,OOMXX>. . 


The water has receded from the buain«s section of the city and from a large 


portion <rf the residence section.

There is no lack of food. 
The telephone systems are being restored.

One thousand militiamen arriving today have the city in rigid control, effec- 


tively preventing looting sight-seeing that srfil interfere with rescue work, .and all 
disorder.

The Fourth National Bank building, which was reported several times to have 


been destroyed by fire, was untouched by the ames, although a building immediately 
adjoining was burned. 


The newspaper offices, the News and and Herald and Journal buildings, are 


safe, but none is issuing papers. 


Money is of no use in Dayton for the present, Every facility is free to every- 


one without cost. 


Refugees not living in Dayton are leaving the city by the hundreds on foot. 
Chief of Police AUaback today told Associated Press correspondents that re- 


ports he had received indicated the number of fatalities to be far less than early esti- 
mates. As nearly as can be ascertained about 100 persons were drowned in Riverdale, 
the first section of the city to be flooded by the breaking of the levee. 
The rushing 


waters overturned several houses there and rolled them over and over with their occu- 
pants inside. 


MANY FOREIGNERS DROWNED. 


In this vicinity several boats laden with refugees overturned, both refugees and 


their would-be rescuers losing their lives. In West Dayton there was considerable loss 
of life, but the latest figures are. relatively unimportant as compared to the first esti- 
mates. In East Dayton, Dayton View and Oakwood the loss of life, Chief AUaback 
said, was small. In North Dayton, where the topography made the situation more 
dangerous than at any other point, relief parties penetrated this morning and found 
that while there would be a large number of fatalities, the number of drowned was not 
likely to be relatively much greater than in Riverdale.

North Dayton's population consists largely of foreign born people. The first 


rescue party took off many of these. The refugees conducted themselves in orderly 
fashion and aided their rescuers in every way. 


Persons situated in the business section appear to have escaped except in a few 


f*AQ 
Identification of the dead and compilations of the number of fatalities are in the 


hands of the militia under charge of Adjutant General Wood, but this work hardly 
will get under way before tomorrow. 


No accurate estimates can be made until the North Dayton situation is cleared. 
Mayor Phillips is marooned in Ms house and 
G-. B. Smith, president of the 


Chamber of Commerce, is in active charge of relief operations. 


The log cabin, 115 years old, the first built in Dayton, still stands, although it is 


on the south bank of the Miami, right in the path of the flood.

from a discovery that small streams 
of water were seeping through the 
banks at one spot but in a few mln 
utea repairs were made and all dan 
ger for the present 
at least, was 


averted. 
St. Marys is situated on the cas 


side of the reservoir and at that 
point the greatest amount of atten 
tion is centered, for at Celina, OB 
the west side, no flood trouble of 
any kind has been experienced.

body iu the world is so located that 
if it should break 
from Its banks

the. St. Marys river, thence into the

on duty in t«e flood zone. The «>f- 
forrs of 
the authorities have been 


directed almost entirely to relieving 
the suffering 
of those marooned In 


houses in the territory under water 
and until all of 
these have been 


rescued the search for the dead will 
not begin in earnest. 
The waters 


receded slowly today and the swirl- 
Ing currents abated a trifle, allow- 
ing the rescue boats a wider area 
of activity.

and Mayor Shock's office has been 
besieged with apppais for assistance 
during 
the 
morning. Scores 
of 


families were 
given assistance, as 


there is an abundance of supplies for 
all.The Salvation Army barracks con- 
tinues to 
be the headquarters for 


provisions, an3 
the committee 
of 


ladles and grocers appointed by tTT5 
mayor Tuesday 
to have charge of 


the collecting 
and 
distributing of 


foo\l and provisions have been kept 
busy all 
morning 
answering the 


calls for help. 


Appeals made at the mayor's of- 


fice are mostly for 
coa!, bedding, 


and cash, and they are being taken 
care of as fast as 
they 
come in. 


Three city teams are being used to- 
day to convey the supplies to the 
needy, while the mayor has a list of 
other agencies 
for the distribution 


of supplies, which he Is calling Into 
service as the occasion warrants. 


Contributions are still coming In- 


to the mayor's office, 
and the list 


bored in the various relief stations, 
and in private homes Just outsiJe 
of the flooded districts have been 
separated from relatives, and many 
of them believe 
that lost sons or 


daughters, fathers or mothers have 
perished. 


The authorities are 
fearful 
of 


looting 
in the flooded district and 


the militia, under strict orders, have 
in several 
cases 
arrested 
rescue 


workers and interfered 
with their 


work, 
suspecting' them of looting. 


A large quantity of 
supplies 
has 


been transported 
to the flood, dis- 


trict by automobile and rail, and the 
refugees are being 
made comfort- 


able as fast as they ,can be releas- 
ed from the grip of the waters. 


Today's bodies 
were recovered 


from jams of 
driftwood that have 


piled UD along the shallow shores oi 
the flood. All of them were badls 
mutilated, and in several cases iden- 
tification was difficult. 
The author- 


ities contemplate 
the organization 


of a squad of men to cover the en- 
tire Inundated area 
In the search 


for bodies. 
Up 
to date 51 known 


dead have been reported.
